tuagine. M. Simon wifhes that whoever 
undertakes to print that MS. would do it more carefully 
than thofe , who. put out the MS. of the Vatican. The 
latter (fayshe) did not fufficiently diftinguifh the Cor- 
re@tions of the Revifers from the firft and true Readings ; 
which is the Reafon why we have not in fome Places the 
true Original of that Manufcript, but the Emendations 
of the Criticks. Every body knows it has been the Fate 
of moft Greek and Latin Books to be {poiled and disfigured 
by thofe Men , who pretended to render them more cor- 
re&t. "Tis therefore neceflary to obferve , whether the 
Alexandrian MS. contains fome Corre&ions of that Na- 
ture, that they may be carefully diftinguifh’d from the 
True and Genuine Readings. The M$ of the Vatican ap- 
pears.to M. Simon more valuable than the Alexendrian , in 
which (fayshe) many Additions have been inferted. 


XX. The next Chapter affords nothing that can be ac- 
ceptable to the Readers, Ic runs only upon fome Letters 
written againft M. Arnauld’s Book , entitled, De la fre- 
quente Communion , and upon his Dottrine concerning Pe-

XXI. Every body does not know that there has been 
an Order of Fefuitefer. Several Women in fome Parts of 
Haly, and elfewhere, who calid themfelves by that Name, 
formed a Society under Pretence of Living a Religious 
Life, without any Approbation of the Holy See. They 
took a particular Habit ; they had Buildings like Colleges, 
and Probation-Houfes : Befides, they appointed a Woman 
to be their Superior-General , whom they called Prove/?, 
and made the Three Vows of Poverty, Chaftity, and O- 
bedience , without Confining themfelves to a Monaftick 
Life. They went up and down to promote the Salvation 
of Souls, and did feveral other Things inconfiftent with 
the Weaknefs and Modefty of their Sex. Nay, they ven- 
tur'd upon fome Things, which Men of great Experi- 
ence, well Skill’d in the Holy Scriptures, and Eminent 
for the Purity of their Lives, will hardly undertake with- 


out great Circumfpe&ion. Such was the CharaGter of 
thofe Fefuitefzs ; as it appears from a Brief of Uréan WILL 
dated in January 1631. and printed at Rome in 1632, 
whereby that Pope commands his Nuncio in the Lower 
Germany , and fome. Bithops , to: fupprefs that Order 
nae upon it asa Thing of great Moment. ‘Tis to 
be obferved, that Urban VELL. was then angry with the 
Jefuits, who perhaps were not concern’d in the Eftablith. 
ment of that Community.

XXIII. The next Chapter is an Extra& of a Ma i 
Relation concerning the Ele&ion of the Greek Patriare a 
the Year 671. with fome Reflexions upon the Prefent 
State of the Greeé Church ; written at Conftantinople the 
igth of December 1671. 

All the Greck Bifhops and Archbithops are very Ambi- 
tious of being raifed to the Dignity of a Patriarch. In 
order to it, they get as many Friends as they can at the 
Court of the Grand Signor , and make it their Bufinefs to 
give an Il] Opinion of their Patriarch to the People and 
the Clergy , that they may proceed to a New Eleétion 
which is res in the following manner. The Grand 
Vizir fends for the Metropolitans, and asks chem whether 
they really defign to elect a New Pacriarch ; and for whom 
they will vote? Afterwards he asks them whether they are 

leafed with their Elef&tion? And then he approves ir, 
hen Dionyfius Archbifhop of Larif/a , the prefent Patri. 
arch, was ele&ed by che Bifhops, the Grand Vizir told 
them ; Resember that you have elefed him ; and that therea 
fare you. muft not think of making a new Change, whilf? be does 
nothing to the Prejudice ef his Highnefs, Afterwards he for. 
bad them upon pain of Death to make any Cabals with 
fuch an Intent ; telling them in a reproachfol manner 
that they were wretched Fellows who deftroy'd their own 
bar we : 
hen the New Patriarch has réceived his Patent 
the Grand Vizir, the Bifhops who have elected him, Sipe 
Conftantinople, to perform the Ceremony of the Exaltation 
in the Great Church. At the Exaltation of the prefent 
Patriarch , an Officer read a pretry long Paper writren in 
modern Greek , containing the Reafons why a Patriarch 
ong carefully ¢> weed the Duties of an Univerfal 
Paftor; and then he inveighed againft Parthenius, the de- 
prived Patriarch, charging him with feveral Crimes 
for which he defired that che Clergy would excommuni- 
cate hinr. Three Metropolitans were the firft who thun+ 
Nona dev’ 
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der’d out a Sentence of Excommunication againft him ; 
and then all the other Bifhops did the fame. Thofe who 
had been inftrumental in the Promotion of Partheninss 
were alfo excommunicated. The People were invited 
by the Chief Bifhops to curfe the infamous Parthenine ; 
whereupon they fent him to the Devil with Horrid Im- 

ns. 4 a> 
Pirhe Excommtnication being over, an Officer fetch’d 
Dionyfius, who had not been in the Affembly all that times 
and when he came to the Entrance of the Choir , the 
Archbifhop of Heraclea went up to him, carrying the Pa- 
triarchal Staff; and having made a fhort Speech, declared 
to him that he had been chofen Patriarch with the Una- 
nimous Confent of ali the Metropolitans and Bifhops, 
and might take Pofleffion of that Dignity. Diony (ius an- 
{wered, That he was unworthy of fuch a High Station ; 
but fince.it was God’s Will, be would. fubmit to the Or- 
ders of the Clergy.. Whereupon he took the Crofs from 
che Hands of the Archbifhop , and then fat upon the Pa. 
triarchal Throne, and received the Flomage of the Bifhops, 
the Inferior Clergy, and the People, with the ufual Ac- 
clamations, enc mt tm, Long live the Patriarch. 
This Ceremony was attended with Divine Sexvice and 
a Sermon. 

Methodins, who had been depofed by Parthenius , affirm- 
ed, That when he came tothe Patriarchal See, he found 
‘tin a Debt of above Three Hundred Thoufand Crowns; 
and that for the Space of Three Years, or thereabouts, 
that he was a Patriarch, he acquitted Two Hundred 
Thoufand Crowns. But becaufe the Perfon who defigns 
to be eleSted in the Room of another, is to give a Pre- 
{ent of a Hundred Thoufand Crowns to the Grand Signor 
and his Minifters, Parthenius was obliged to give that Sum, 
and a Hundred Thoufand Crowns more, by reafon of fome 
other Cabals. Thus his Ele&ion coft Two Hundred 
Thoufand Crowns : And therefore the Patriarchal 
Church being anfwerable for it, was clogged in Per- 
thenius’s Time with a Debt of Three Hundred Thoufand 
Crowns, befides the Intereft, which is Exorbitant ; for up- 
on fuch an Occafion, the Patriarch borrows Money at 
Forty and Fifty per Cent. for fear of being difappointed., 
The Turks, who drive that Trade , aremo fooner reim- 
burfed, but they follicit another Metropolitan , offering 
him Money at the fame Rate: Afterwards that Money is 
paid with the Revenues of the Church ; and if the Patri- 
arch is not able to acquit the Debts of his Church, his 
Succeflor is bound to do it. 

In order to pay thofe Debts , as foon as the Patriarch is 
elefted, he fells all the Bifhopricks and other vacant Be- 
nefices to thofe that bid moft: And if any one offers more 
than thofe that are actually poflefs’d of them, he is ele&- 
ed, and others are deprived, unlefs they pay the Over- 
plus. The Grecks deal with Benefices as we do with 
Farms. Befides, the Patriarch requires certain Sums to 
be paid yearly, from all the Bifhopricks, Cures, and Mo- 
nafteries in his Jurifdi&tion. The Bifhops, on the other 
fide, are paid for Ordaining the Priefts, and the Priefts fell 
the Sacraments. There are, for inftance, fome Bifhopricks 
taxed a Thoufand Crowns a Year, and the Livings and 
Convents are aflefled in Proportion. There are about a 
Hundred and Fifty Bifhopricks inGreece, 4fa Minor, Thrace, 
the [fles of the White Sea, Albania, Bofnia, and Bulgaria, 
that depend upon the Patriarch of Conftamtinople. Vait 

Sums are yearly collected ; bute that Money goes thro’ fo 
many Hands, that there is but little of it brought into 
the Coffers of the Patriarch. He has not the Manage- 
ment of that Money. A Synod, confifting of the Me- 
tropolitans, and of fome Elders of the People who have 
fome Offices in the Patriarchate, regulate, together with 
the Patriarch , all the Taxes laid upon Benefices , and 
receive them to pay the Debts of the Church, The Pa- 
triarch finding chat he cin do nothing without the Confent 
of his Ecclefiaftical and Secular Stewards, is obliged to 
comply with them, even againft his Confcience. Befides, 

he and che Bufhops of that little Synod are forced to do a 

Thoufand mean Things to get the Favour of thofe E!- 

ders, tho’ they be Laymen ; che Patriarch, to prevent his 

being deprived ; and the Bifhops, to have their Vores up- 
on a New Election, becaufe their Recommendation goes 

a great way with the Twrks for the Nomination of a Pa- 

triarch, Which is the Reafon why the Patriarch does not 

difcover their Knavery in the Dilcharge of their Offices ; 
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and the Bifhops make them large Promifes, if ever 
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come to the Patriarchal See by their Means, and 
the Patriarch and other Metropolitans. 

’Tis obfervable , That thofe Greeks who have ftudied at 
Rome, or in other Latin Schools, are fo far from favouring 
the Remifb Church when they return into their Countr 
that they make it their Bufinefs to exclaim againft the ie 
and the LatixChurch, left they fhould be fufpeGed of ap~ 
proving fome of her Doétrines. “‘ The only Defign of 
“ thofe Eaftern Travellers, fays the’ Author y-is to cheat us 
“of our Money, in order to buy a Benefice in their 
“Country. Thote Bifhops, who write very fubmiffive 
“. Letters to Rome, are not more fincere : They do it on. 

ly to be well receiv'd, if they go thither, or to get fome 
Money from the Latin Miffionaries , under pretence of 
being good Friends to the Church of Rome, andallow.- 
ing them the Liberty of Preaching in their Diocefes: 
“ But when they have attain’d their Ends, theysdeclare 
“ againft the Miffionaries, and call them Hereticks. 

The Grecks ar generally very ignorant, unlefs they ftudy 
among the Latins. If they can but read and write, th 
may pretend to the Higheft Dignities of the Church ; and 
when they underftand the Ancient Greek, they ftyle them. 
felves Philofophers and Theologers: Which might be the true 
Reafon why they hate and vex ehofe who have ftudied a¢ 
Rome. The Author gives an Inftance of it, which I need 
not mention. Thole who have ftudied in the Latin Schools 
appear generally more Zealous againft the Church of Reme. 
than thofe who never went out of their Country ; Nor 
do they fcruple to break their Oath of being always Or. 
thodox , and endeavouring to perfuade their Countrymen 
to acknowledge the Pope’s Authority. On the contrary 
they fhun the Latin Miffionaries, for fear of being fufpett- 
ed, and debarr’d from Preferments. Our Author is of 
Opinion , ‘that all the Foundations for the Ufe af the Le. 
vantines {hould be fuppreffed, fince the Church of Rome 
gets no Benefitbyit. ~ \ Sc} 

The Latin Miffionaries are not allowed fo preach free. 
ly, but in thofe Places where the Franks prevail, *as in 
fome Ifles of the Archipelago, {uch as Naxia, Tine, Lira, 
Santorini, Chio, in thofe chat belong to the Venetians , or 
rs thofe Towns where there are Roman Catholick- Con. 
fuls. | 

The Greek Church has no fettled Revenue for the Main- 
tenance of the Clergy, who live only upon free’Gifts and 
Taxes laid upon the People. Each Parith is ‘obliged to 
-maintain its Curate ; and therefore.every Houfe gives him 
fo much a Year; either in Money, or in other Things. 
A Diocefe is alfo taxed for the Maintenance of the Bithop. 
Befides, there is a General Tax upon every Houfe; ‘great. 
er and heavier than the other , becaufe the Payment muft 
be made in Money, Part of that Sum is fént to the Pa. 
triarch for his Maintenance, and for the Debts and Necef. 
fities of the Church. ) od. 

This laft Paragraph leads me naturally to make an Im- 

portant Obfervation. Tho’ the Gresks live under the Do- 
minion of Infidels, tho’ they have no Tithes, no Church- 
Lands, in a word, tho’ they are poor, they never thought 
of Changing the Ecclefiaftical Government, and Introdu- 
cing Presbyterianifm among them. And therefore ’tis 
but.a weak Argument to fay, That the Reformed Chiirches 
abroad could not preferve Epifcopacy, becaufe they were 
not able to maintain their Bifhops according to their Dig- 
nity. The Effence of Epifcopacy does not confift in 
Wealth and Plenty. It was certainly a very Impolitical 
and Unreafonable Attempt, to fupprefs the Ancient Go- 
vernment of the Church ; and the Reformation did very 
much fuffer by it. However, it muft be confefs’'d, to 
the Honour of the Foreign Proteftant Churches, that they 
have a Due Refpe& for the Church of England. The Di- 
vines of the Church of Geneva gave a Remarkable Inflance 
of ic fome Years ago. 
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XXIV. Lucian, a Benediffin Monk of Mantua, tranflated 
into Latin the Commentaries of St. Chryfoftom upon the E- 
piftle to the Romans, and publifhed a Detenfe of that Fa- 
ther, againft thofe who pretended that he extolled the 
Power of Free-Will to the Prejudice of Grace. That 
Book was printed at Brefcia in the Year 1538. as it appears 
from Gefner's Bibliotheque, and the Abridgment of it pub- 
lith’d by Simler. It is not to be found at Paris; and M. 
Simon lays, the moft Learned Librarians of that City 
never 
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never heard of it. Cardinal Sadélet was acquainted with 
that Monk ; and commends him in Two of his Letters 
written to Ifdorus Clarius. . 

There was at that time, fays our Author, a Set of Men 
in italy, who refolved to retrieve the Do@rine of the 
Greek Fathers, efpecially that of St. Chryfoftome, who was 
followed by all the Eaftern Churehes.. ‘Tis highly ree 
ble chat Lucien publifh’d a Vindication of that Father 
with the fame intent. He untertook to juftify the Opi. 
nions of Sc, Ghryfeftome , that were generally rejected in 
his time, efpecially by the Thomifts, becaufe they appeared 
contcary to thofe of St. Auguftin., But his Work bed not 
the defired Effe@. Not contented to vindicate Se. Chry/o 
forts he attack’d the Schoolmen, and. afferted that they 

ad introduced anew Theology into the Church: Where. 
upon. a Multitude of Angry Divines rofe up againft him, 
and had his Book condemned, and placed among prohibi- 
ted Books in the Index, that was publith’d in the Name of 
the Council of Trent. Sixtus Senenfis does frequently. ins 
veigh againft Lucian in his Bibliotheca Sania. That Monk 
bad feveral great Men on his fide , Cardinal Sadolet, Car- 
dinal Contarini, Matthew Guibert Bifhop of Verona, and ma 
ny other Learned and' Celebrated Itaiiens. Buc cheir En. 
deavours ‘‘ proved infignificant, becaufe the Mafter of the 
““ Sentences, and St. Thomas prevailed-in the Schools. Bes 
“* fides, it wasa great Piece of Rafhnefs for Lucian open- 
** ly to declare againft the whole Race of Scholaftick Di- 
“ vines, who were then uppermoft, 


XXV, XXVI. M. Simon fays ; thofe who defire to get 
a perfect Knowledge of Rabbinical Books , ought to have, 
befides the Rabbinical Bibliotheques of Buxtorf, Plautavitius, 
and Bartoloce’, that of Rabbi Scebthai » printed fome Years 
fince in HoZand, with this Title, Sciphte jefcenim , that is, 
The Lips, or rather the Doors of thofe who are Afleep. That 


Work, written in Rabbinical Hebrew, contains a great ma+ 


ny Jewi{h Books,and is more valuable than otherk abbinical 
Catalogues or Bibliothegues, not only becaufe the Author 
isa Learned Man, well skill’d in the Matter which he 
treats, buc alfo becaufe he faw a confiderable Part of the 
Books mentioned by him; whereas Buxtorf does frequent- 
ly quote them upon the Teftimony of others, and .there- 
fore is fometimes miftaken. However it muft be confefs'd 
that Scebthai has tranfcribed the Bibliotheque of Buxtorf in 
fome Places, and even fome of his Faults. 

. The Bibliotheque of Father Bartoloceé is much larger; and 
that Writer difcovers a great deal of Rabbinical Learning. 
** But after all, (ays the Author, abating his Rabbinical Eru- 
* dition, he has hardly any Skillin any other Sort of Li- 
*“* terature, and does not underftand the firft Principles of 
“ the Critica Sacra I fhall not fcruple co tell 
* you, that in fome Things which he fhould have known, 
“« he betrays a profound Ignorance. To render his Biblio. 
** sheque a ufeful Work, it fhould be abridg’d and reduced 
* to one Volume. That Author, who has but little Judg- 
** ment, feems to take delight in picking out of Rabbini- 
“ eal Books every thing that will make thefews ridiculous, 
“ without much caring to do them Juftice. He gives the 
“« FiGtions and Allegories of the Rabbins like fo many 
** real Things. ' 

The Author proceeds to give an Account of a Book of 
Rabbi Menahem de Lonzano , printed at Venice. It is enti- 
tled Scete Jadeth, Two Hands : Each Hand is divided into 
five Fingers, which are fo many different Books . Howe- 
ver there is but one Finger in the fecond Hand ; the four 
laft Books are wanting. Thofe who defire to have a fur. 
ther Account of that Book, may confult the Author. 

He makes fome other Obfervations upon the Bibliotheca 
Rabbinica of Father Bartolocci, and mentions fome of his 
Miftakes. That Author knew not that Mofes Amyraldus 
was a Proteftant Divine, and a Profeflor of Divinity at 
Saumsr. He fufpeéts himto be a Jew % converted to 
Chriftianity. I have found that Miftake in Father Barto- 
Jocci : M. Simon takes no notice of it.

% One may eafily perceive by the whole Paflage of 
Father Bartolocci, how he came to fufpect that Mr. Amy- 
ranit had been a Jew. 
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cenfured by che late — of Meanx. Upon thefe Words 
of St, Luke's Gofpel, Ch. I. v. 35. The Holy GleP fiak comie 
upon thee, andthe Power of the Higheft fhad everfhadew shee : 
Therefore alfo that holy Thing, whith foal be born of thee, foal 
be called the Son of God ; M. Simm follows the Explication 
of Maldonat, who believes, that Chrift is called the Son of 
Ged in this Place, only becaufe he was conceived by the 
Holy Ghof. The Bifhop cenfures the Tranflator for ir, 
and fays it is a Socinian Explication. M. Simemobferves 
that Maddenat is not the firft Author; who put fuch an In- 
terpretation upon that Pafflage. It is to be found in a 
Book of Michael Seryetut, whovery much infifts upon the 
illative Particle ideo, and renders it guapropters » Confider 
(fays be) the word therefore : Obferve the Inference : Mind 
the Reafoa why Jefus Chrift is called the Son of God. 
Pondera verbum quapropter., note idationsm , nota rationcm, 
quare filius dei vocetur, Tho’ Maldenst knew chat Servetus 
was the Author of that Explication, he did not feruple to 
follow it, and undertook to defend it againft Calvin *. 
That Jefuit. went upon this Maxim : We ought wot so put a 
wrong Senfe upon the Words of the Scripture in order to confure 
the Hereticks : Non debemus litéris facris abutentes Hxre- 
ticos confutare. Tho’ he owns ( continues M. Simon) that 
this Paffage does not prove the Diviniry of Jefus Chrift; 
he has undeniably afferted it in feveral other Places. Our 
Author infers from thence, that he has been unjuftly cen» 
fured by the Bifhop for approving Maldonat’s Explication, 


fince it appears by feveral of his Notes , that’ he: believes 
the Confubftantialicy of Chrift. 


XXX. The Author has inferted in this Chapter an Ex- 
tra&t of the Confeflion of Faith, that was fent to France I. 
by the Proteftants of Germany, with the Remarks of the 
Paris-Divines upon that Confeflion. ‘This Piece was ex- 
tracted from the Records of the Univerlity of Paris, The 
Bifhop of Sen/s informed the Faculty, that the King’s In- 
tereft required, that Twelve Doétors fhould be chofen to 
difpute with the Germans. Whereupon the Faculty de- 
puted Two Doétorsro the King, who reprefented to hit 
that the Hereticks fhould not be allowed to enter upona 
difpute with them. The King was willing that Melanch- 
thon, and fome other Lutheran Divines, fhould come into 
France to'treat of Matters of Religion. The Faculty wric 
a Letter tothe King, importing, that the Germans fhould 
fend their Articles to his Majefty, and that they would 
examine them. The King approved their Propofal , and 
having received Twelve Articles of the Lutheran Divines, 
fent them tothe Faculty. Thofe Articles were drawn up 
by Melanchthon. 1 fhallonly mention Two. TheFirft con- 

cerns the Government: of the Church. ‘The Germans ac- 
knowledge that the Ecclefiaftical Polity is a holy and ufe- 
ful Thing, viz. %.% That there fhould be Bifhops over 
many Minifters, and that the Roman Pontiff fhould pre- 
fide over all the Bifhops : Item ut Romanus Pontifex pre 
omnibus Epifcopis. The Paris-Divines declared , that the 
Ecclefiaftical Hierarchy, and the Pope’s Moriarchy are of 
Divine Inftitution. Theologi “the in [us inftrutione 
declarant, Hierarchiam Ecclefiafticam effe inftitutam jure divi. 
no : Similiter eodem jure divino Monarchiam effe potefatem 
Papalem, cui adjungitur Epifcopalis dignitas O Papalis; 

Upon the SixthArticle concerning the Eucharift ,theGer- 
wanbivinit fay: Ex verbisChrifti,dum ait,hoc eft corpus me- 
um, hic eft fanguis meus, mefas eff aliud colligere, quam in 
Sacramento veram veri corpors & fanguinis Domini prafenti- 
am. 

It appears from the Anfwer of the Paris-Divines to 
thofe Twelve Articles, thatthey were not inclined to pro- 


mote a Reconciliation between the Proteftants and the 
Church of Rome. 


XXXI. Robert Stephens kept Correfpondence with the 
Proteftants of Germany,and did not f{cruple co print fome

Melanchthon obferves 
among other Things, that a Dottor explaining thefe 
Words in Gemefis , Melchifedech Rex Salem panem © vinum 
obtulic, took the word Salem to fignify Saiz, and made fe- 
veral Obfervations upon the. Nature and Properties of it. 
Nuper quidam ex Magiftris nofiris, cuam enarraret ea: quae de 
Milcbifidech in Genefi predita funt, Rex Salem panem & vi- 
num obtulit, son advertens Salem. loci nomen effe, multa de 
condimenti vi ac natura diffiruit ; Impofuit enim bono vire ve~

XXXII. This Chapter contains an Account of a Book, 
written by Dom Innocent Maffon General of the Carthufians 
againft the Abbot of /a Trappe. There is nothing in it 


that deferves to be inferted here. 


XXXIII, XXXIV. The Abbot Faydit publith’d fome 
Years ago feveral Remarks upon Homer and Virgil, and up- 
on the Style of the Holy Scripture, &c. That Book is full of 
Chimerical Obfervations, The Author pretends to find 
in Virgil feveral Prophecies concerning Jefus Chrift , and 
does very, much init upon the.
